4- The Treasurer's Report indicated that the Committee has a Balance of S2209. 

5- Project Updates: 

(a) A full discussion was held about the status of the Visitors Information Booth. A Special Town f.teetng

(c) Tom Davison reported that Concert planned lor July 13.2013 is proceeding and funding from the Arlington 
Cultural Council in the amount of $2.500 has beer approved. The Concert represents an 

Arlington AJ w Arts Festival collaboration. Planning for the required additional funds is underway. 

(d) Sharon Shaloo reported or the website development status and that content is being accumulated with help 
from Kirsi AJIison-Arnpc and others. The Social Media aspect is presently being included on the website. 

(e) Joe Curro and Kirsi AJIison-Ampe, along with Angela Olszewski discussed the various activities being planned 
for Patriots’ Day weekend, which is April 14-15,2013. The listot activities will be included on the website. 

6- The Chair discussed various Warrant Articles in process and being presented to the Finance Committee on 
February 25, 2013.
